Decenjher* No diedo sure vas made ae to the puroose of this meeting. 

3. Operationally Tirralirra claims that all preparations for ^leBtonė^QhfĮ3&ie 
are at s standstill and no possihility exlsta for a sea trip thls f all# He ra- 
coiainends that all planning and effort he nov directed tovard a completely trained 
and eąuipped effort as sooa as veather condltions penai t i n the spring o f 1950* 



Also Tirralirra statės thatln order to provlde men for a epring expedition 
he mušt draw on personnel from Germany or France* He apparently is of the opinion 
that they should he hrought to Sveden for training and preparation* He makes no 
mention of vhether or not the Tiehars vould he advised in the event this t akės 
place. Ve feel it a certainty that the Tiehars ar.e advised as such poflsihilities 
vould not he open to him vithout Tiehar*s help and cooperation# It is also, 
hov/ever, our opinion that this planning has not yet reached any formative stage 
and ąuite prohahly has not yet heen discussed vlth the Tiehars# In this connection 
we feel that an early decision vis-a-vis the posttion the Stockholm group is to 
play in our over-all United Balti c effort vould he highly deslrahle as any
